Karachi Is a city of moro 
than two million pecaple. In 
1940, before the partition of 
India, fewer than a third of a 
milllon people ved — there. 
Millions of Moslems crossed the 
border from Hindu India to 
Moslem Pakistan in the carly 
year8 of Independence—ficeing 
(rom the religious riots and 
terror of Nehru’s India, 


“They cannot all oe absorbed 
in our econany,” said Ahmed—a 
Pakistani who himself came 
from India, and who has built 
up a small business for himself. 
“Most of them eventually drift 
fo Karach!, or the surrounding 
country, because the Govern- 
ment ja here and they think 
they will be noticed and some- 
thing will be done.” 


Everyono I have met Is 
immensely proud of the 
country’s progress.

A dream 


Abmed took me 20 miles out 
of Korochi, to a place called 
Landhi, which is, he told me, 
one of the moat modem indus- 
trial estates in Asia.
